Commenting’ én forecast of the report 
of. ‘the Leprosy Commission, ‘tho Bombay 
Gazette anya :—Noither climate nor dict 
wouldscom to havoany direct effect ou the 
production of leprosy. The often repeated 
atulement | that * in a direct*.oxciting 
cause toca not appear ty have boen well 
founded. | The Oummissioners in their in- 
quiry paid purticulir attention to this sub- 
ject, md wo shail éxpect to soo it largely 
dealt with in the report. It is a widely 
apread view among the: natives of India 
—and sven in Englind—that leproay is due 
.to Gish, and there ssems reason to believe 
thut this disease, when it exists, isaggravat- 
ed by.o fish dict, ‘But a vast number of 
cuss: Fero examined, and very many nut | 
only. bad never eaten fislt, but had uot even 
gven such a food, The Oomuission, we 
und-ratand, Have prepared a asries of moat, 
instructive -maps which deal with the 
question saised by Mr Conyheaio in the 
Bonse of Cummans carly Jani sear, as to 
whether: leprosy dud incresadt in those 
districts: where tho-price of salé bad been 
advaucod when the snlt.duties vor read~ 
jnsted in Lord Lytton’s tine, Nutenly is 
this not the case, but tlic Report, wo bo- 
liev:, will show’ most‘clearly thut where 
the prico of salt has gine up leprosy 
ix onthe decresse, nod indesd no cun- 
nectian botweon the incrensed price of this 
articlo nid the diseate can be shown 
to exist. We anticipate, from what is 
knoyi'as-to the inguities which tho Qom- 
miesin wade into tle question of sanitation 
and dlet in relation 20* leprosy, that the 
whole chapter on the subject will be full of 
interest. Although insanitary conditions 
cantot in aug sense Le regarded as directly 
causing anyone to become x leper, aadonbt- 
odly unhealthy surroundings do indirectly 
render individua’s liable.tu the distase, for 
bad and insufficient fund, diet and uegiect, 
mut redueo tho peneral health. The Com- 
missioners are uniersfood’ to affirm the 
betief that the disappearance of the disease 
from Rurope wis chicfly duo to theimprovad 
sanitaty condition of tha psopla. : 

We now come to # puint of special im- 
portance, In the Report leprosy is regard~ 
ed aga contagious disease, though it is 80 
to a very small extent. Consumption and 


digencos, and equally linble to be sprend by 
contagion, but thia clearly is equivalent t> 
denying that it is contagious nt all. 
Neither, as the telograms inform us, does 
the Roport favonr compulsury segregation. 
Even in arena stoh as Norway and tho 
sandwich Islands, which are generally 
regarded as placea where compulsory te- 
gregation is soforced, this has not been 
found practicable, Voluntary seg-egation 
is advised, and though the Commissioners 
do nut consider thot thore is any wecessity 
for an imperia] Loper Act, still they bolicve 
that large towus should be at liberty to 
frame by-laws which should compel vagrans 
lepers, when these hwe been certificil as 
diseasod by campatent medics authority, 
to onter eu Asylum.
